TWO SCHOOLS 
WITHIN ONE 


During the first year, Harry Ainlay Composite High School has housed two 
schools under its roof, the second one being the experimental Semester School, 
answering a long-felt need and catering to the public school system's Grade XII 
students who seek their High School Diploma, become admissible to technical 
school, college or university without sacrificing the usual expenditure of time 
required in the traditional system. 

Despite the limitations such as unsuitable location, class restrictions, 
attendance eligibility, staff and job conflicts, the school, thanks to a hard-work- 
ing, capable, and conscientious staff, was highly successful in discharging its 
principal responsibilities. 

The first semester’s retention ratio was high, the final average class size 
of 30 having declined by fewer than 1.5 students. The percentage of attendance 
bordered 90%. The pass record was equally good. One student improved his former 
mark by as many as 46 points, the school’s B+and C+ pass record was 85% and 
96% respectively, with the non-repeaters achieving relative passes of 75% and 
91% in the aforementioned categories. Only 12 out of 237 ‘‘papers’’ failed to 
register an improvement, 90 ‘‘papers’’ improved by two letter gradings, while 
three ‘‘papers’’ hurdled as many as three letter gradings. It is less likely, how- 
ever, that the second semester results will be as good because, on the average, 
the students are carrying much heavier academic loads which a lighter enrollment 
permitted, and the likelihood of stiffer competition during the June examinations. 

The school offers an excellent opportunity to those seeking academic reha- 
bilitation without undue sacrifice of time. Freed of its restrictions and limita- 
tions, its potential is virtually unlimited. 

Sincere appreciation is extended to the School Board for initiating the new 
service, to the Harry Ainlay principal and staff for their excellent cooperation, to 
the Semester staff who ensured the experiment’s success, and to those students 
who exerted their best efforts and justified the confidence placed in them. The 
school’s new location will be announced. Good luck and au revoir!
